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Was That Jingle Ever Really Read? 


Good News for Those Who Enter Contests 


“I like MERRY MONDAY soap 
flakes because----"” When you fin- 
ish this statement in 25 glowing 
words and drop your bid for the 
grand prize of the advertising con- 
test into the mailbox, do you some- 
times wonder if your pearl will ever 
be read by the judges? writes Doro- 
thea Kahn in the Christian Science 
Monitor. Do you sometimes think 
it may be overlooked entirely 
among the hundreds of thousands 
of entries these contests attract? 

Be reassured. It’s true that the 
makers of Merry Monday flakes and 
Tranquil Tuesday starch may not 
have time to read everything that 
comes in, but they can, and do, hire 
experts who do. 

Every Little “Gem” Read 

To find out just what happens to 
our entries, let’s call at the offices 
of Reuben H. Donnelley Corpora- 
tion in Chicago, a direct mail ad- 
vertising concern. This company 

‘has handled many of the larger con- 
tests sitice it embarked upon the 
contest judging business in response 
to a client’s demand for help in the 
early 30's. This year, so far, it has 
conducted nearly a score, including 
Armour & Company’s Chiffon 
Flakes contest, which offered $100,- 
000 in prizes, and the Pepsi-Cola 
Treasure Top contest with its prizes 
totalling $205,725. 

Their system, like those of the 
three or four other companies doing 
this work, simply does not permit 
personal or geographical consider- 
ations to influence the choice of 
winners. You would be wasting 
your time if you tried to dress up 
your entry in novel form_to catch 

attention. 
No Frills Allowed 

Fortunately, the lady who em- 
broidered her 25 words on a table 
runner in order to make a hit with 
the judges doesn’t know what hap- 
pened to her entry. It was typed 
out by a clerk and sent to the judges 
in the same form as all the rest, for 
the embroidery would be pretty 
awkward to handle on a judging 
desk. 

The same thing happend to the 
entry of the man who surrounded 
his jingle with electric lights and 
sent it in equipped with battery, 
ready to be turned on to dazzle the 
judges. It, too, went to the judges 
on a neatly typed slip. And so did 
that of the cook who entered a cake- 
flour contest with an endorsement 
written in frosting on a beautifully 
baked cake. 

As for the enterprising contest- 
ants who make records of their con- 
tributions, hoping the judges will 
take time to play them on a phon-

ograph, they would have done just 
as well to write them with a pencil 
on a piece of scratch paper, accord- 
ing to Donnelley executives. 

All these contestants showed 
gteat ingenuity, but they expressed 
originality in the wrong place. The 
contest terms stated that credit 
would be given for originality in the 
wording of the entry, not in its 
presentation, and judging is kept 
strictly to the terms as stated. 

Judges Must Be Fair 

Geographical location is not al- 
lowed to enter into decisions either, 
the Donnelley people explain. The 
companies that make a business of 
judging stake their reputations on 
the fairness of their work. They say 
they would not stay in business long 
if they manipulated the awards in 
any way, even if they did it to please 
an advertiser. One of the reasons 
that most big companies hire their 
judging done outside, they say, is 
to make sure that the judging is 
entirely removed from any personal 
considerations. 

But in a contest with thousands, 
sometimes millions, of entries, to 
be fair requires more than good in- 
tentions. It demands know-how. 
What would you do if even 10,000 
entries were piled on your desk 
some morning and you were re- 
quired to pick the best? 

How It’s Done 

Here’s how the Donnellys do it. 
First they arrange with the post- 
office Gnd the advertiser to get a 
post-office box number. This en- 
ables the postal workers to place all 
contest mail directly into Govern- 
ment postal bags, which can be 
picked up and carried to the contest- 
judging room upon presentation of 
proper credentials. In popular con- 
tests, it is not unusual to get two 
or more bags a+ day, each with 
around 2,000 contributions. As the 
deadline draws near, the volume 
swell enormously. Most people 
rush to get under the wire for con- 
tests just as they do to file their 
income tax. 

A bonded messenger gets the bags 
Careful check is made to be sure 
the number signed for reaches the 
contest room. In the room they are 
kept under lock and key until the 
contest staff goes to work upon 
them. 

The steps in judging are system- 
atic. A battery of workers, picked 
for natural judging ability and 
trained in the actual work, is ready 
and waiting when the letters arrive. 
As fast as the envelopes come in 
they are opened and examined to 
see if the entry complies with the 
terms of the contest. Was it posted 
before the expiration of the contest 
date? Is a box top, or reasonable 
facsimile thereof, enclosed? (Yes, 
some persons actually go to the 
trouble of making facsimiles, and do 
it very sell with color effects). 

Preliminary Judging 

Then comes what is called “pre- 
liminary judging.” The trained 
workers run through the entries to 
see if they meet basic requirements, 
such as the specified number of 
words or the rhyme. A rough estim- 
ate is made of the merit of each. 
Each worker who passes upon an 
entry writes his or her initials upon 
at. . 

Next comes the “junior judging,” 
with scoring by points. For each 
contest a scale is set up in accord 
with the terms of the contest. A 
typical one may read something like 
this: 

For completing. statement (or 

jingle) 10 points maximum. 

For aptness, 30 points maximum. 

For sincerity, 30 points maximum. 

For originality, 30 points max. 

Total, 100 points maximum. 

The junior judges “grade” the 
entries just as if they were examin- 
ation papers on the basis of these 
points and total the score. They too, 
sign their initials. 

The senior judges then take over. 
The seniors grade the papers over 
again, sometimes changing the 
marks given by the junior judges, 
but leaving the first ratings visible 
so that the next set of judges, who 
have the final say, can see what was 
done at cach stage 

Secret of Winning

“Show-Off” Pilots 
Big Air Problem 


The report of civil aircraft acci- 
dents in Canada during 1947 has 
fust come to hand. It makes sad 
reading. There were 279 accidents 
involving Canadian aircraft, an in- 
erease of 101 from the previous 
year! Of the 279 big and little 
erackups, 19 were fatal. In most 
eases, show-off pilots in light planes 
were the culprits. In 74 cases the 
aircraft was written off, in 152 in- 
stances, major damage was sustain- 
ed, in 15 accidents there was serious 
injury to personnel. 

There is, furthermore, the un- 
happy knowledge that the foolhardy 
aviator is still at large, Canadian 
Aviation goes on to say and that 
the record has not been improving 
during 1948.

If club, school and private flying 
are to survive as popular activities 
le this country, certain drastic and 
effective measures must be taken. 
Education will help. Flying instruc- 
tors can aid the cause by giving in- 
greased emphasis to the dangers of 
mishandling the airplane. 

But, unfortunately, the careless 
pilot seldom listens to warnings or 
wdvice. He figures he’s different. 
He presents: a case for discipline. 
Im the cases where a serious breach 
af air régulations can be established, 
the severest penalties available under 
the Aeronautics Act should be 
sought by civileaviation inspectors 
and police. The harsh glare of 
publicity on such trials might have 
a deterrent effect as well as inform- 
lag the public that behind most 
erashes there is usyally a crimin- 
pily careless pilot rather than a 
faulty aircraft.

In spite of the development of 
new and powerful weed killers, 
weeds still remain one of our great- 
est rural problems; and the chief 
reason for this is that so many more 
of them are put back into the soil 
every year through the agency of 
improperly cleaned seed. 

Some weeds are so prolific in seed 
production that a relatively clean 
field may become badly contamin- 
ated in just two or three years if 
the wé is are allowed to go to seed, 
or if poorly cleaned crop seed is 
sown.

This is not surprising when you 
consider that a single plant of wild 
mustard, stinkweed, pigweed, fox- 


‘tail or campion will produce from 


10,000 to 20,000 seeds; shepherd's 
purse about 50,000, and tumbling 
mustard as many as 1,500,000. And 
most of these seeds are so incon- 
spicuous that 
hardly be noticed. 

- To paraphrase an old saying 
“Eternal vigilance is the*price of 
freedom from weeds.” Even when 
victory seems won, a. little careless- 
ness in allowing weeds to grow un- 
checked, or in planting “dirty” crop 
seed, can quickly bring things back 
to worse than their original state.

Fall wheat, in addition to its cash 
crop value, is an important crop for 
spring-seeded clovers and grasses. 
Even when wheat prices were much 
lower than now, wise farmers grew 
it for no other reason than its aid 
in starting new meadows in the 
spring. 

The main advantage is that clover 
and grass seed can be broadcast 
much earlier in the year. This pro- 
videq earlier growth and makes 
better use of the soil moisture than 
is obtained with spring - seeded 
grains. 

Of course little control is pos- 
sible over soil and climatic condi- 
tions; but adequate supplies of 
essential plant foods go a long way 
toward guarantecing a good mea- 
dow. So most growers of fall wheat 
are so aware of the importance of 
applying fertilizer to this crop that 
it is probably the most widely en- 
riched of all cereals. 

To obtain the greatest benefit 
from fertilizer, a soil test should 
be made before ordering your sea- 
son's requirements. If the soil 
chemist is told that the fall wheat 
is to be seeded to clover and grass 
in the spring he will be able to make 
proper recommendations as to the 
correct amounts of plant food. The 
proportion of plant nutrients is al- 
most as important as the amount. 
For example, if too much nitrogen 
is applied in proportion to potash 
and phosphate, you may hgve a 
rank growth of wheat appearing in 
the fall which is more subiect to 
winter killing .

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Sheep don’t need much cobalt— 
but they must have some. This is 
also true of other four-stomached 
animals, such as cattle. 

If cobalt is short in the soil,-which 
leads to a similar shortage in the 
feed, it shows up quickly in the 
sheep. They start losing interest 
in the feed rack and soon begin 
losing’ weight as well. In their 
weakened condition they’re extra 


susceptible to diseases or parasites.- 


Some sheep raisers have found 
that just one ounce of cobalt sul- 
fate mixed in 100 pounds of salt will 
do great things. It steps up appe- 
tite and may even keep the sheep 
from starving to death on apparent- 
ly good feed. 


It is only in recent years that the 
importance of this mineral for sheep 
and cattle has become known. Co- 
palt deficient areas have been found 
in widely scattered areas of America, 
and new sections lacking cobalt are 
being discovered each year.

Back in March and April we were 
talking about the disastrous western 
floods which did millions of dollars 
of damage. Crops were ruined. 
Lifétime savings were lost. And 
the papers were filled with pictures 
of families being rescued from 
flooded homes and of dead animals 
trapped and drowned.

Admittedly, that’s a claim which

‘or in the past 17 years or so Babe 
Didrickson has broken more records 
and held more championships than 
any man or woman in sports ist 
ory. She picks up a new game in 
about the time it would take the 
average person to learn how to spell 
it. The first time she had - golf 
club in her hands she made a drive 
of over 260 yards. In her initial 
essay at ten-pin bowling she scored 
170. She is expert at swimming, 
skating, billiards, diving, trap-shoot- 
ing, pool, tennis, basketball, track 
and golf, besides a few others we've 
overlooked or forgotten.. Yes, be- 
yond belief i not putting it any 
too strongly. 

Early Start 

Born, in 1913, at Beaumont, Tex- 
as, it was at High School in that 
city that her exceptional athletic 
skill first really attracted public 
notice—olthough it is rumored that 
long before she wag winning marble 
championships in competition with 
the boys. 

At High School she made the 
baseball, basketball; volleyball, ten- 
nis and swimming teams; and it was

The next 
summer she pitched for The House 
of David baseball team until she 
got weary of looking at the heavy 
crop of chin-foliage her male eam- 
mates wore. She then toured with 
her own basketball team, and save 


exhibitions of billiards, bowling and 


golf. Of the money she made— 
which wasn't much as such things 
go now—the major portion went to 
her family. 

It was around 1933, while still 
engaged in the barnstorming stuff, 
that the golf bug really bit her. “I 


_ want to be the greatest woman golf- 


er in the world” she told a young 
California golf instructor. Less than 
a week later she was outdriving her 
teacher by as much ae 30 yards. 

“But she didn’t get where she is 
just through natural ability” ‘his 
instructor will tell you “She really 
worked, She’d get out on the prac 
tice tee at 9 in the morning and 
@ en stay till midnight, hitting as 
many as 1500 balls a day, until her 
hands were raw and bleeding.” 

A Love Match © 

While playing in an exhibition 
match she was introduced to George 
Zaharias, a 290-pound wrestler 
formerly well known. to Canadian 
grunt-and-groan addicts in many 
centres. It was a case of love at 
first sight. Within a few months 
they were married, George giving 
up the mat to become a sport pro- 
moter in Denver while The Babe 
abandoned touring to concentrate 
on home life—and golf. 

Her long game had always been 
good but she was somewhat weak 
on approaching and putting. So 
she practiced, hour after -hour, day 
after day, week after week, until 
she could play chip shots to the 
pin and sink 20-foot putts with as 
little trouble as she slammed 250- 
yard drives off the tee. Reinstated, 
by this time, by the amateur folks, 
she started out on her winning ways. 
And in 17 straight major tourna- 
ments she trampled roughshod over 
the world’s best women golfers, 
ending up by sailing for Scotland 
to win the.

The 
sweet and sticky secretion from 
these insects is often called honey- 
dew—which is the attraction for the 
hordes of ants which often accom- 
pany the aphids. 

Norway maple is one of the great- 
est favorites of the aphids, but they 
will settle on poplar, birch, haw- 
thorn and sometimes even cherry 
and apple trees. 

Sprays of nicotine are the usual

Home of Canada’s Largest Inland Pound Net Fisheries—Situated on the shores of Lake Erie 
at Wheatley, Qx>t.—about 25 miles southwest of Chatham—the Omstead Brothers Fishery 
has been in operatidn some 30 years, and has grown into the largest project of its kind in the 
Dominion. Pound net fishing is a highly developed type, using special all-metal boats which— 
because of lack of docking space—are hoisted up on derricks when not actually in use. Special 
pile-driving barges are used in constructing the nets, which stretch out into the lake as far as 
four miles. Whitefish, mackerel and perch are the principal products. This picture, taken 


“soil soaker” is a new irrigator— 


which fits any hose—that has just 
come on the market, The new con- 
traption consists of a small round 
cylinder perforated with many tiny 
holes through which the water bub- 
bles, soaking and aerating the soil 
at one and the same time.

More and more gardeners, in order 
to improve the quality of the soil, 
are making a point of sowing some 
“green manure” crop in vegetable 
gardens, in annual flower beds, or 
in any other garden patch that can 
be spared during the early fall or 


. early spring. 


Fall wheat is a fine crop for this 
purpose and so is rye. You will need 
about one pound of either for 400 
aquare feet—or about two bushels 
to an acre. Scatter the seed over 
your beds in late August or early 
September, then cultivate it in.

Don't delay too long the pruning 
of your rambler roses; in fact the 
best plan is to tackle the job as 
soon as possible after flowering is 
done. Pruning should be done every 
year, because of the heavy growth. 

All you have to do is cut out, 
close to the ground, all-the canes 
that have flowered this year. Tying 
and training the new canes should 
begin immediately after the cutting 
is done.

If fou want pansies. to edge a 
flower bed or border a walk next 
spring, start’ growing the plants 
from seed right now. Fresh seed, 
planted in a coldframe or flat within 
the next twe or three weeks, should 
germinate abundantly The .seed- 
lings should be then pricked out 
and properly spaced, and the young 
plants finally moved to their per- 
manent places in October.

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There are many who claim that 
they simply do not like squash as 
a table vegetable when, as a matter 
of fact, they have never tasted it 
when properly cooked. For squash 
can be very tasty, as well as health- 
ful, whether it is the crookneck 
variety, the Italia or Zucchini 
squash, or the saucer-shaped patty- 
pans. Here are some recipes you 
are almost certain to enjoy; but one 
thing is very important. Squash of 
any kirid should be used when 
young and tender—not after the 
shell grows tough and hard. 


Squash, Pan-fried 


Slice squash about three quarters 
of an inch thick; dip slices into 
milk, then into fine bread crumbs 
seasoned with onion, salt, pépper, 
etc. Saute in butter or cooking fat 
10 to 12 minutes or until golden 
brown and crisp and serve hot. 

Spanish-style Squash 

One small summer squash and 
one medium-size eggplant cut in 
small dice. Arrange in buttered 
baking dish in alternate layers with 
two sliced tomatoes. Grate one 
medium onion and sprinkle over 
vegetables. Add touch of paprika 
or any other seasonings you choose.

It would now appear that the 
magnetic pole has shifted/in some 
incomprehensible way by itself or 
that early calculations were out, for 
it is no longer there. 

Last summer an expedition from 
Ottawa — “Operation Polco” — lo 
cated the pole in the north-western 

_ part of Prince of Wales Island. The 
general area jn which experts have 
now placed it is about 200 miles 
from its former location on Boothia 
Peninsula. In recent years at least 
three ‘different positions have been 
suggested for it, and an idea was 
advanced that there might be more 
re one center of magnetic attrac- 
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The object of the present survey 
ia “to determine with greater exact- 
ness the position of the North Mag- 
netic Pole.” It will also, it is stated, 
complete the first reliable magnetic 
charts of Canada’s Arctic regions. 

Magnetic observations will be 
taken from several islands lying 
between 70 and 80 degrees north 
latitude and between the 100 and 
125 meridians of west longitude. 
Instruments designed by the leader 
of the magnetic party Paul H. Ser- 
son, whe took part in the expedition 
last year, will be used to assist in 
the charting of the pole’s position. 

Magnetic compasses nevef have 
proved an infallible guide to the. 
pole. Anywhere near it, magnetic 
compasses are erratic and unreliable. 
The gyroscope is the only really 
satisfactory compass for navigation 
in Hudson Bay. 


Awful Toll Taken 
By Modern Warfare 


If anything can possibly bring 
home to the people of this continent 
the full horrors of modern warfare, 
it is the report on the coat of the 
Second World War by the Revue 
Du Droit, of Geneva.. According to 
the estimates of the Swiss journal, 
human loss was 78,000,000 lives-— 


more than six times the population , 


of Canada. Some 82,000,000 men 
were killed on the battlefields; 26,- 
000,000 men, women and children 
were murdeved in concentra 
camps and 20,000,000 persons were 
killed by air bombings. 

As for material loss, the figure is 
beyond the imagination of most 
people. It is estimated at $375,000, 
000,000—about ten times the value 
of all gold extracted from the Earth 
since the days of the Pharaohs. 

Add to these costs the misery oc- 

+ casioned to milliofis during the war, 
the 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 render- 
ed destitute; and the countless 
moral and physical wrecks left over 
as a legacy, and it is night-marish 


‘ to think about the possibility of an- 


other outbreak. 

“The figures of the cost of the 
Second World War should be 
broadcast to every corner of the 
globe and should be impressed on 
every child old enough to under- 
stand them,” avers the Winnipeg 
paper.

Last week, in this column, I had 
something to say about cobalt de- 
ficiency in the soil, and about what 
it could mean in its effect on the 
health and well-being of your cattle 
and sheep. However, the import- 
ance of this common mineral is so 
yital—and of such recent wide rec- 
ognition—that a little more on the 
same line might not be out of the 
way.

It was more than half a century 
ago that agricultural scientists be- 
gan the investigations which fin- 
ally resulted in the great discovery. 
It all started “Down Under” where 
huge areas in Australia and New 
Zealand were found to be turning 
cattle and sheep—put out to graze 
on them—slowly but surely sick.

Tis iliness was variously called 
bush sickness, coastal disease, and 
“the skinnies”. After considerable 
investigation the root of the trouble 
was diagnosed as lack of iron in 
the soil, causing anemia. But then 
it was found that—while an added 
supply of pure iron did no good— 
impure iron turned the trick. After 
many experiments it was discovered 
that this miracle-working “impur- 
ity” was cobalt.

It is only within the past ten 
years or 80, however, that a great 
deal has been done along the lines 
of mineral deficiency on this eont- 
inent; but already it is being hailed 
as one of the most revolutionary 
distoveries in the entire history of 
agriculture.

One of the most striking of many 
cases reported comes from a sec- 
tion of Wisconsin where sheep 
owners had been having terrible 
luck with their flocks. Losses of 
20 to 50 per cent of lambs were 
not uncommon. One man saw his 
flock—which numbered 1300 after 
the lambing season in the spring of 
1944—<dwindle to less than 200 by 
the fall.

Of course there are many areas 
where the necessary minerals, in- 
cluding cobalt, are supplied by the 
natural pasturage. In such places, 
of course, no additional amounts 
woul be required. But farmers— 
no matter where they live—who 
are not fully satisfied with the 
way their cattle and sheep are do- 
ing, might be well advised to look 
into this matter of cobalt really 
thoroughly.

Neutral observers in Japan and 
China can see evidences that the 
men in the Kremlin who plan Rus- 
sian global strategy are making 
moves which may eventually result 
in an entirely new balance of power 
in the Far East. 

This docs potsnecessarily mean 
that: Russia intends to take up the 
reins within the next couple of 
years. The new Soviet industrial 
empire in Siberia is still some dist- 
ance from completion, although an 

imposing “start has already been 
made in the development of light 
and heavy industries in half a dozen 
eastern. Siberidn areas. But those 
who watched what the Russians did 
in Manchuria during early 1946, 
and who see the, steadily developing 
Soviet power in Korea this past 
couple of years, are pretty well 

agreed that the Kremlin's tong 
vange objective is to achieve amde- 
cisive measure of control over Ja- 
pan, China, and ultimately the whole 
of southeast Asia. 

This, of course, presents the un- 
welcome and threatening prospect 
of an “iron curtain” encompassing 
the major portion of the Far East 
region, in addition to the one which 
now obscures from western eyes 
such a large area of Europe. 

To those who can say that such 
things are monsense, oF “mere 
speculation” and who maintain that 
Rrssia has no great Asiatic designs, 
it might be well to point out some 
historical facts. One of these is 
that, ever since the days of the 
Czars Russia has actively tried to 
push its eastern boundaries farther 
to the east and to the south: An 
other—that the leading opposition 
to this Russian program has always 
been the presence of a militarily 
powerful Japan. 

In 1905 it was Japan that blocked 
Russian efforts to penetrate Korea 
and Manchuria. Again, in 1931, it 
was Japan that forced Stalin to 
“sell” his half interest in aAhe 
Chinese Eastern Railway and fo 
give up Russia's preferred interests 
in the remainder of Manchuria. 

Japan could do such things— 
then. But now Japan has collapsed 
as a power in the Orient, and the 
reatest barrier to Russian advance: 
es ds gone. And the indications 
are clear that as soon as they 
think it is safe to make such a 

" move, the Soviet powers intend to 

“take over.” 

Just when this will take place it 
would be rash even to try and pre- 
fict. _However, here is one fact 
worth noting, If Russia’s present 
Five Year Plan can be completed 
successfully, her Siberian industrial 
empire will be very close to the 
point where it.can match Japan's 
pre-war sapremacy over Asia, That 
will be--if nothing Interferes—in 
1952, four years from sow.

an Editorial headed -“Figures 
Would Be Helpful.” 

You're familiar with the com- 
plaint, no doubt—how it’s alleged 
that these entertainments are too 
strenuous, and that they either tend 
to make nervous and emotional 
wrecks out of children or inspire 
them to go whooping out to com- 
mit murder or mayhem. 

What we always look cagerly 
for, and don’t find, whenever this 
complaint comes up, is a nice selec- 
tion of statistics going to prove that 
the comic books and radio spine- 
wrinklers are as bad as all that. 

For example, how many children 
im the year 1947 actually did blow 
their emotional or nervous tops and 
have to be sent tq rest-cure homes 
or insane asylums as a direct result 
of reading comic books or bending 
the ears too steadily-into the radio? 
And how many children in the 
same year did no such thing? 

Again, how many children in 1947 
et any other period really did try 
to fly out the window or up onto 
the roof like Superman, or kill some 
Httle playmate in ways approved 
by the various comic-book villians? 
And how many didn’t? 

We never see figures bearing on 
these questions. Yet without such 
etatistics, it seems to us the 
enemies of present-day thrillers are 
merely blowing off a lot of unsup- 
ported theories.

While early fall plowing is un- 
doubtedly good for weed control, 
soil specialists say that plowing in 
the late fall usually adds more 
nitrogen and organic matter to the 
earth. Besides that, late fall plow- 
ing will blow and wash less than 
the other unless some sort of cover 
crop comes up after the early fall 
plowing.

I've probably written about this 
before, but it's worth repeating— 
what a surprisingly small amount 
of salt will do in effecting great 
savings of expensive feed in hog- 
fattening. Recent controlled tests 
showed that each dollar’s worth of 
salt saved twenty times that amount 
in feeding costs. 

The tests showed that pigs will 
eat just about the proper amount 
they need if given free access to & 
salt box in the feed lot. Mixing salt 
at the rate of one-half per cent of 
the entire ration was also found to 
work well, but it is advisable not to 
use larger amounts than this.

If bothered by dripping from the 
carburetor after the’ engine is stop- 
ped on your car or tractor, the 
chances are that it results from too 
high a fuel level in the carburetor 
bowl, and it may be that the float 
valve should have replacements.

Ten days 
em later General Franco was awarded 
sae the Lebanese Order of Merit. 

a Spain is the only European power 
bY that has ne obligations toward the 
United Nations, and feels not the 
slightest duty to give even lip service 
to UN resolutions regarding Pales- 
tine and the Middle East. For years 
Franco has been pursuing a more-or- 
less secret pro-Arab policy; and it 
has been a matter of common report 
Bes that Spain has sold considerable 
at © amounts of rifles and other war ma- 
terial to the Arab armies opposing 
/ Israel. Now this “friendship” may be 
coming out more openly. 


There could be cither..or both of 
two motives for Franco's actions. 
Should a new war break out it is

It’s much easier to protect your 
grapes from birds and other 
“thieves” than it is cherries and 
other fruits.

Some experts claim that it is best 
for the thick, bulblike part of the iris 
to be barely covered with soil. But 
others maintain just as strong!y that 
the iris benefits by exposure to sun 
and air, and that the “bulb” should 
be halfway out of the ground. 
Whichever method you adopt, 
your iris will be all the better if you 
give the soil thorough preparation 
before planting or moving them. A 
foot is not too deep to dig and a 
trowelful of bone meal for each 
plant not too much in the matter of 
fertilizer. This should be thorougaly 
mixed with the soil—and if you 
happen to Have any wood ashes 
handy, another trowelful of these 
will improve the next year’s hloom.

Cyprus is a seldom heard of but 
highly strategic island situated in 
the eastern Mediterranean; and po- 
Kitical unrest there has. been greatly 
stirred by an apparently casual state- 
ment made by King Paul of Greece. 
King is reported to have said 
Britain should give up Cyprus 
to Greece, in, return for British or 
American military bdses in Crete. 

The island has a population of 
some 450,000 who fall into two dis- 
groups. The majority division 
consists of Greeks of the Orthodox 
Faith who are ardent patriots’ and 
sationalists, and who for 50 years 
have been dreaming of union with 
Greece. The smaller group consists 
of some 80 thousand Moslem Turks 
who look for support to the Turkish 
Republic.

In order to keep up high egg-lay- 
ing, older hens must be replaced 
with pullets quite often and it is 
estimated that such replacement of 
stock will cost between three and 
four cents for every dozen eggs 
sold. In places where theré is a 
good market for hens as meat this 
cost can be almost entirely elimin- 
ated — but there are many areas 
where a hen's value for meat does- 
n't nearly equal the cost of growing 
a pullet.

Ananias, Disciple at. Damascus. 
Acts 9:10-20. 


Golden Text:—I delight to do thy 
will, O my God; Yea, thy law 1s 
within my heart.—Psalms 40:8. 


. The conversion of “Seul on the 
road to Damascus was, without 
doubt, the most important event in 
the early Christian Church after 
Pentecost. This man who stood by 
the garments of those stoning the 
saintly Stephen was a fierce perse- 
cutor of “the way.” After his con- 
version he became the greatest of 
tlte Apostles, taking the message of 
Christianity to the Gentiles in Asia 
and Europe, standing before Kings 

and bearing witness to Israel. 

Thirteen of his letters are included 

in the New Testament. 

But to-day’s lesson is not about 
Saul but about the unheralded 
character, Ananias. This man re- 
ceived in a vision, a message from 
God to go to Saul for “behold, he 
prayeth.” Ananias might have real- 
ized that a man who is truly pray- 
ing is not to be feared. But he 
hesitated for he knew of Saul's 
breathing out threatenings against 
the disciples. However, God dis- 
closed to him His purpose concern- 
ing Saul and Ananias promptly 
obeyed. He prayed and the scales 
fell from Saul’s eyes. He receivd the 
Holy Ghost and was baptized. Soon 
he was preaching that “Christ is the 
Son of God.” 

Behind great Christians there is 
usually. an Ananias. Susannah 
Wesley played an important part in 
moulding the lives of John and 
Charles and a humble man pointed 
Charles Spurgeon to the Light.

Steel pens require pressure and 
guidance to form each letter with 
the result that the writing is clear 
yand deep without variations in letter 
formations. The effort put into 
writing with a steel pen ratios forg- 
ery difficult and easily recognized 
by the hand-writing expert. The 
signature signed with a ball point 
pen is extremely difficult to analyse 
for indications of forgery, due to 
these variations and the absence of 
pressure in the writing.

The Very “Latest” 
In Mobile Libraries | 


The newest thing in library ser- 
vice is the York Township book- 
mobile—a library on wheels, Con- 
fronted with the problem of 
providing library service “for this 
suburban section of Toronto, the 
York Township Public Library 
Board, with the assistance of re-° 
gular government grants for public 
libraries, decided that only a book- 
mobile would adequately cover the 
large, scattered area. 

The bookmobile is a large bus- 
like unit,» with the exterior color 
scheme of canary and green. The 
interior is decorated in ivory, red 
and black. Red leather-covered 
benches and a small writing table 
are furnished for the librarian’s use. 

The travelling library is equipped 
with two folding-type doors, pro- 
viding an entrance at the front and 
an exit toward the rear of the bus. 
At each of the ten stations where 
the bookmobile library service - is 
operated, a specially designed pad- 
locked electrical outlet is available 
for use. A special electrical con- 
duit at the rear of the vehicle is 
plugged into the electrical connec- 
tion, thus providing the bookmobile 
with heat and light in the winter 
and cooling fans and light in the 
summer. The roof is equipped with 
four double glass skylights. The 
whole of the vehicle is specially 
insulated with two inches of insula- 
tion. 


& * * 

The interior of the bookmobile 
resembles a well-arranged altove 
in any, library. Long rows of 
shelves, from floor to ceiling, hold 
approximately 2,200 books on a 
wide variety of subjects, including 
some of the latest and best fiction. 
Children’s -books number 900, adult 
classed books 700, and adult fiction, 
600. 

A weekly time-table is followed, 
ponsisting of ten stops in different 
parts of the Townships, with all 
“but one for two-hour periods. They 
are arranged so that both adults 
and children may take advantage 
of the service. The staff consists of 


a librarian and a driver-assistant. —
